This 
is a transparent sheet of cellulose 
material, like celluloid which 
may, In ‘tact, also be. used. 

Two pieces of glass and, one 
piece of pyroxalin plastic are first 
cut to the exact size and shapo of 


‘the desired windshield or window. 


This must be‘ done with infinite 
care, because after it ia finished 
Triplex, cannot be cut or altered 
in size,

Sir H. Deterding, . 


Recent advices from. New York 

stale that the following announce-~ 

ment has ‘been issued by the, 

Standard Oil Company of New

“The Standard Oil Company of 
New York has until now refrain- 
ed from making any public com- 
ment upon the attacks directed 
againat it by Sir Henri Deterding, 
chairman of the Royal Dutch Shell 
Company, on account of the pur- 
chases of Russian oil. 


“These attacks thave , now 
assumed such a cliaracter, how- 
ever, that it is considered by the 
Standard Oil Company that the 
public should have ‘the fatts. 


“The Standard Oil Company had 
made purchases of Russian oil, in 
conjunction with several other 
companies, including the Royal 
Dutch Shell interests, for several 
years prior to 1926. 


“In that year Sir Henri Deterd- 
ing came to the-conclusion that 
his companies would buy no more 
Russian of]. The Standard Oil 
Company waa asked to refrain 
from further purchases, but saw 
no sound reason to comply with 
this suggestion. 


Cost of Transport.

Least Used the Better. 


Other things being equal, the 
man who uses his brakes least often 
and least violently is the beat driver, 

This, of course, refers to ordin- 
ary driving and not to racing, either 
in competition or against the clock. 
The highest possible speeds ‘on the 
rond make.a.rapid acceleration and 
rapid retardation a necessity. 

These two things are what a good 


‘driver of a touring car will avoid as 


much as possible, for both put great 
strain upon the mechanism of the 
car, especially the transmission and 
tyres, It is nat wise, however, to 
go to the extreme of advising a 
novice to attempt to ignore his 
brakes and to contro! “his speed 
through the engine alone. .'

The British Branch was establish- 
ed in 1925, and on September, 14, 
1925, a letter was sent from the 
Executive Committee of the In- 
ternational Red Aid in Moscow to 
the Central Committee of the 
Commynist Party of Great Bri- 
tain, urging the importance of the 
movement, and giving the follow- 
ing explanation of Its real © pur- 
pose: Hey) :
